DUM-DUM BULLETS AND LYDDITE SHELLS IN WAR. 
A PROPER SUBJECT FOR CHRISTMAS THOUGHTS. 

We have had occasion in a previous issue of our paper to call 
attention to the dum-dum bullets, a single one of which makes 
a holein.an Adirondack. deer sufficiently large for the hunter:to put 
both his hands in, and we have expressed hope that they may not 
be used in the South African war to kill horses and men. 

We have now in the Boston Morning Herald of November 6th, 
the following telegram from London, of November 5th, in regard to 


the lyddite shells, which it seems are going to be used by the British 
troops in this war:— 


Lonpon, Nov. 5, 1899. ‘The Woolwich howitzer brigade will be 
hurried to the Cape at once. The brigade has 10,000 rounds of 
5-inch lyddiie shells awaiting it. According to the estimates, a 
single shell falling into a compact body will kill 300 men. It was 
demonstrated in the battle of Omdurman, which destroyed the 
army of Khalifa Abdullah, that large numbers of dervishes were 
killed by suffocation, while hundreds of birds fell upon the battle-field 
from the same cause.’’ 

In the Boston Evening Transcript of Nov. 11th we find this: — 

‘¢Speaking of the lyddite shells with which the British [in spite 
of General Joubert’s protests] are doing such execution on the Boers 
around Ladysmith, here are some figures from Bloch’s horribly 
fascinating book on war: ‘A bomb weighing about 70 pounds thirty 
years ago would have burst into 42 fragments. To-day, when it is 
charged with peroxilene, it breaks up into 1200 pieces, each of 
which is hurled with much greater velocity than the larger lumps 
which were scattered by a gunpowder explosion.’ ” 


We used very strong language in our paper some four or five 
years ago [as our readers know] in endeavoring to prevent a war 
between our Government and Great Britain on account of the 
Venezuela boundary, when General Flagler [head of U.S. Artillery], 
advised us to blow up the Wellarid Canal, and the general in com- 
mand of the New York militia announced his readiness to march at 
once to kill our brother Christians who were so unfortunate as to 
live on the other side of the Canadian line. If the British Govern- 
ment had not shown at that time vastly more common sense than 
ours, we should have had British fleets with plenty of these beauti- 
ful shells off our then unfortified cities, and have found out sooner 
(what some of us are now beginning to find out], that General Sherman 
was right when he said “War is hell’? —hell to the dumb animals 
whom it is our duty to try to protect, as well as to human beings.

Iam going 
to say it to the 27th. The 27th will be the 
President.”’ 

He did then go and make the same state- 
ment to the President. 

We wonder (1) whether the President ever 
did a better thing in his whole administration 
than in sending Leonard Wood to Santiago. 

And (2) whether [one of these days] when 
our people get tired of carrying on wars, a 
better man can be found to be President of 
the United States than Leonard Wood.

Society P. C. Animals, held on the 15th ult., President 
Angell reported that the officers had investigated 
during the month 1794 cases, taken 80 horses from 
work,and mercifully killed 141 horses and other ani- 
mals. There had recently been formed in the public 
schools of the city of Washington, D. C.,130 Bands of 
Mercy, with 5,471 members. The total number of 
Bands of Mercy formed by the Humane Education 
and Massachusetts Societies during the month was 
747, making a total of 39,323. Orders had been recently 
received for humane publications from the Canary 
Islands, Cuba, Philippines, India and Japan.

(2) The man or woman or boy or girl who 
takes the pledge [even only once] will never 
forget it. 

(3) If the pledge is repeated once a week 
or once a month, the impression is still 
stronger. 

(4) If followed by proper reading, singing 
and instruction once a week or once a month 
—stronger still. 

The superintendent of public schools of 
Minneapolis once told me that a single talk 
he heard while in college so changed his 
views that when he left college he carried 
with him no stronger impression from his 
whole college course than that of his duty to 
God’s lower creatures. 

President Hayes told me at Washington, 
years ago, that a single talk he once heard 
on the subject when at school [in Massa- 
chusetts] he had never been able to forget, and 
so he put into his annual message to Con- 
gress what I had written in regard to the 
cruel transportation of animals on our rail- 
roads. 

Many niillions of animals are now annually 
saved from terrible cruelty in the great 
Chicago stock-yards largely through the in- 
fluence of one man, whose teacher more than 
sixty years ago away up in the mountains of 
New Hampshire put into his little hand 
some verses on kindness to animals, which 
he has remembered through life. 


WILL THE BANDS LAST? 


For the good of our country and the world 
we hope they will last as long as the world 
lasts—and cruelty. 

If our ‘American Humane Education 
Society ’’ had the means we should not only 
employ agents to form them in the schools of 
every State and Territory, but also to visit 
them every year. 

I do not know whether the lower races 
have a future life or not, but if God created 
them and if He cares for them, then I think 
He will not forget the acts of kindness we do 
to make their lives happier.

BACTERIOLOGICAL RESEARCH. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS IN THE SECTION OF STATE 
MEDICINE, ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BRITISH 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION, PORTSMOUTH, 
AvuGuST, 1899. 

BY GEORGE WILSON, M.A., M.D., LL.D. 


** After all these long years of flickering hope, I am 
prepared to contend that the indiscriminate maim- 
ing and slaughter of animal life with which these 
bacteriological methods of research and experimen- 
tation have been inseparably associated cannot be 
proved to have saved one single human life, or les- 
sened in any appreciable degree the load of human 
suffering. 

“T have not allied myself to the anti-vivisection- 
ists, but I accuse my profession of misleading the 
public as to the cruelties and horrors which are per- 
petrated on animal life. When it is stated that the 
actual pain involved in these experiments is com- 
monly of the most trifling description, there is a 
Vere OT the must palpable kind, which 
could only be accounted for at the time by ignorance 
of the actual facts. I admit that in the mere opera- 
tion of injecting a virus, whether cultivated or not, 
there may be little or no pain, but the cruelty does 
not lie in the operation itself, which is permitted to 
be performed without anesthetics, but in the after- 
effects. Whether so-called toxins are injected under 
the skin, into the peritoneum, into the cranium 
under the dura mater, into the pleural cavity, into 
the veins, eyes, or other organs—and all these meth- 
ods are ruthlessly practiced—there is the long-drawn- 
out agony. The animal so innocently operated on 
may have to live days, weeks, or months, with no 
anesthetic to assuage its sufferings, and nothing but 
death to relieve. 

And what triumphs has bacteriology achieved in 
stemming the tide of human disease on these empiri- 
callines? Pasteur’s anti-rabic vaccination is, I be- 
lieve—[and others with me]—a delusion. Koch’s 
tuberculin cure for phthisis has long since been 
labeled as worse than worthless.” 


THIS DOG SAVED TWO LIVES. 


For the above picture and the following account we 
are indebted to the Boston Post, though a similar ac- 
count appeared in other Boston daily papers of the 
same date: 

If it had not been for “ Duke,” the large St. Ber- 
nard dog owned by John B. Gill of Bourne Street, 
Forest Hills, Boston, there would doubtless have been 
two lives lost in the fire that broke out at ‘“* Wood- 
bourne” early yesterday morning. 

Mr. Gill, whois a lineman in the employ of the L 
road, is engaged by the Minot heirs as a caretaker in 


one of the three houses that comprise the “ Wood- _ 


bourne” property. When he started for his work 
Sunday night Mr. Gill, according to his usual cus- 
tom, left a lamp burning in the front hall. : 

Mrs. Gill and Archie Simonds, a 6-year-old boy who 
boards with the family, were asleep on the first 
floor. About 1 o’clock there was acry of fire and the 
neighbors who were awakened were startled to see 
the sky lighted with the glare of flames. 

An unknown man ran to a nearby box and pulled 
in an alarm. When he returned to the scene with 
others of the neighbors he found the occupants of the 


house running out scantily clad. Rushing about in | 


front of the house, barking in a frenzy, was the dog. 
It was he that had aroused the sleepers. 

Yesterday Mrs. Gill told the story of the fire as she 
lay nrosirated from the shock at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Nichols, who are neighbors of hers. 

* Yes,’’ said she, ‘if it hadn’t been for Duke we 
would surely have been burned or suffocated. About 
1 o’clock I was awakened by a terrible barking. 
Duke had my arm in his mouth and was trying to 
drag me from bed. When I got upto see what the 
matter was there was Duke dragging Archie along 
over the floor towards the door. Then the dog came 
back and tugged at my night dress till I rushed to 
the door leading to the front hall. 


“The hallway was full of smoke and flames, and | 


snatching up Archie I started out through the kitchen 
to the back door and got out safely. All the time 
Duke was barking and tugging away at our garments 
in an effort to get us out quickly. Why, he even 
pounced against the closed door and tried to break it 
open. He behaved like a hero throvghout.” 

Duke, a great shaggy St. Bernard, has been in the 
family for over a year.

You cannot get into that Bethle- 
hem barn without going past the camels, 
the mules, the dogs, the oxen. The brutes of 
that stable heard the first cry of the infant 
Lord. Some of the old painters represent 
the oxen and camels kneeling that night be- 
fore the new-born babe. And well might 
they kneel. Have you ever thought that Christ 
came, among other things, to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of the brute creation? Was it not 
appropriate that He should during the first 
few days and nights of his life on earth be 
surrounded by the dumb beasts whose moan 
and plaint have for ages been a prayer to 
God for the arresting of their tortures and 
the righting of their wrongs? - It did not 
merely “ happen so” that the unintelligent 
creatures of God should have been that 
night in close neighborhood. Not a kennel 
in all the centuries, not a robbed bird’s nest, 
not a worn-out horse on tow-path, not a herd 
freezing in-the poorly-built cow-pen, not a 
freight car in summer time bringing the beeves 
to market without water through a thousand 
miles of agony, not a surgeon’s room witness- 
ing the struggles of fox or rabbit or pigeon or 
dog in the horrors of vivisection, but has an 
interest in the fact that Christ was born in a 
stable, surrounded by brutes. He remembers 
that night, and the prayer He heard in their 
pitiful moan He will answer in the punish- 
ment of those who maltreat them.’
